Said Theodore but he talked in vain. 


Chairman U. C. Brown then intro- 


duced Hon. Stephen J. Morgan, the 
candidate for Congress and 
for over 


an hour 
(!Stcve" bored the crowd 


with a school boy oration. 
The 


speed) was so very craculor that 
there is strong ground for the suspic- 
ion that Morgan had "capped" an 
address from one of his Oak Hill 
graduates. 
In sheer desperation the 


speaker fell back on McIUnlev and 
Dewey as enthusiasm provokcrs.

Mals- 
bary, in opening, said that'all that 
he was he owed to Mr. lirown, who 
had taught him. The crowd tho<*ht 
before Malsbary 
got through that 


Brown certainly bad made a bad job 
of it. 'He ought to be ashamed of 
himself. 
Malsbary is a Cox heeler 


from Cincinnati, a'nd is used tc ad- 
dressing crowds from dry goods boxes 
on street corners. 
He "has a voice 


that sounds like a cracked buzz saw 
and he drove the crowd out in squads 
of three and four. He used Dewey as 
a "ringer" for applause and apolo- 
gized strongly for Alger and his war 
record, and warned the crowd that 
the democratic party was not dead 
He also said he admired Democrats 
for their lighting abilities.
